WATER WORKS SYSTEM. 


Gome Figure* Submitted by Mr. Utley 


on the Waterworhn Question. 


There is no doubt but that tins city 


will have a waterworks system in the 
near future as the present water sup- 
ply is unsatisfactory to both sides of 
t!ie river. 
While the east side lias 


good drinking water there is no supply 
for lire protection. 
The west side has 


plenty of water for rive pwtection, but 
the water from the river is unsatisfac- 
tory for drinking puiposcs. 


The following by Mr. I'tley on the 


present method of supply and fire pro- 
tection will explain itself. 


The Twin City Electric Co.. have 


made a proposition for putting in a 
waterworks system which seeing to be 
a very good offer for the city. 
At 


present it is costing 
the east side 


about 51500 per year to maintain their 
fire engine and the waterworks on the 
west side, while it is paying operating 


the interest on the bonded debt, or any 
of the principal. The amount of debt 
against the west side system is £16,000 
The interest on i 10,000 of this is 5700 
per year, and on ;6,000 the interest is 
J360 per year, making a total of 510GO 
which the city is obliged to pay for its 
fire protection. 
The money can be 


borrowed for 4,1! per cent, to build 
such a system as planned by the electric 
light company, and if the city will pay 
enough for hydrant rental to pav the 
interest on borrowed money the elec- 
tric !ight company will be able to pav 
the operating expenses and part of 
the principal each year out of the in 
come fro:u private consumers. 
It will 


require abw:'t 505,000 of borrowed 
money to purchase the present system 
and build the ne;v one for the east 
side. 
The interest on this would be 


about 53,000, which is oniy 5500 more 
than the city is now obliged to pay to 
support the fire engine and went side 
system,

The track oa each side is 


about six feet wide which gives a sur- 
face of twelve feet for the machine to 
rua on.

a large amouat, and will cover a dis- 
tance of 160 square feet- 
The origiaal of the machiae was 


got up by Mr. Cross about tea years 
ago, he thea making a machine for 
his own use aad operating it by the 
aid of a horse, with several men to at- 
tend to the details, aad he took out a 
patent oa tse dredge at that time.
